The fact that a large proportion of 
chattel mortgages in Manitoba were in 
effect preferential assignments was the 
cause of the demand for absolute ex-| 
emptions, which was made not by the 
farmers alone Lut by the jobbers of 
Winnipeg, who felt that they who were 
the heaviest creditors of the farmers of 
the province were being systematically 
defrauded—not by the farmers—but by 
men in other lines of business, by means 
of chattel mortgages, and that not only 
were they suffering directly, but the 
prosperity of the province as a whole 
was being seriously jeopardized. The | 
circumstances ran something in this | 
wise. The exempted property of a 
farmer was sufficient in amount to en- 
able him to live comfortably on the

The St. Albert grist mill was burned to 
the ground early ou Tuesday morning. The 
proprietor, George Bull, who jives near the 
mill, Was awakened about three e'civck in 
the morning, and on lvoking towards the 
mull saw that it was on fire in the second 
storey. He rushed to the building as 
quickly as possible to save some pigs which 
were housed io a part of the mili basement.

It is supposed that there 
was between 4,000 and 5,000 bushels of 
grain in the mill, of which about 3,000 
belonged to the proprietor, and the remain- 
der to farmers. 

The miil building was 28x40 feet, three 
storeys high, with basement. The machin- 
ery mcluded, sets of rolis and two pairs of 
Stones, one set of stones being used in con- 
vection with the rolls and the other set for 
chopping. The engine was 65 horse power. 
The miil was erected in 1889 by Messrs. 
Hutton & Moloney. Mr. Hutton after- 
wards acquired the sole interest and Mr. 
Bull acquired it from Mr. Hutton. The 
first cost of the building and plaut was 
$8,000. Mr. Bull was sole proprietor and 
as he had no insurance the loss to him is 


very great. The mill has been running 
— since last fall and could not keep 
up With the work offering. Mr. Bull is a 


practical miller and has had a great deal of 
experience of milling in the Edmonton 
district having been with Fraser & Co. for a 
number of years. The loss of the will will 
be felt severely by St. Albert settlement as 
well as by Mr. Buil, who has the s ympathy 
of the whole community. No cause has 
been given for the fire. “The mill was shut
